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Town’s college making 
progress, says Ofsted 


A COLLEGE has been told it is 
making “reasonable progress” 
in its work to climb out of spe¬ 
cial measures. 

Ofsted inspectors visited 
Newmarket College on March 
11 and 12 - the third inspec¬ 
tion since the college was put 
into special measures a year 
ago. 

Inspector Ian Middleton 
said: “Having considered all of 
the evidence, I am of the opin¬ 
ion that at this time the school 
is making reasonable progress 
towards the removal of special 
measures.” 

This is the best result that a 
school can be given while it is 
in special measures. 

Two inspectors sat in on 24 
lessons at the college, meeting 
with students, teachers and 
leaders. 

The report listed many ar¬ 
eas where the school had im¬ 
proved. It said: “The students 
currently in year 11 are on 
track to attain better examina¬ 
tion results than the previous 
year. 

“The school is rightly fo¬ 
cused on increasing the pro¬ 
portion of students who at¬ 
tain five or more A* to C

GCSEs including both English 
and mathematics. Students’ 
achievement in vocational 
and most arts subjects remain 
a strength.” 

It was also noted that the 
quality of teaching at the 
school had improved 
and that students were 
“more inspired” by 
their classrooms and 
their resources. 

It added: “They are | 
clearer about what is 
expected of them in 
lessons. Their pace of 
work is faster. 

“As a result of better 
marking and discussion, 
most students understand 
what they have done well and 
what they need to do to im¬ 
prove their work.” 

The report also found that 
students thought behaviour 
and low-level disruption in 
lessons was improving, as 
were pupils’ attitudes to going 
to school. 

Nick Froy, interim head¬ 
teacher, said: “I am very 
pleased that the work that the 
college has been doing over 



the last few months has been 
recognised and is making a 
significant contribution to 
improving the college and its 
ability to serve the young peo¬ 
ple of Newmarket and the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

Some areas where improve¬ 
ment needed to be made were 
still highlighted by Ofsted. 
The school was told 
that attendance still 
needed to rise, in¬ 
cluding in the sixth 
form, which is slow¬ 
ing the progress that 
students are making. 
Feedback and 
marking for students 
could be more effective, 
with teachers needing to 
check students’ responses. 

Mr Froy added: “I am under 
no illusion that there is still a 
great deal to do and we remain 
equally committed to address 
all the outstanding issues and 
implement in full all the sug¬ 
gestions made by the inspec¬ 
tors.” 

The report was also positive 
about the college’s upcoming 
partnership with the Samuel 
Ward Academy in Haverhill, 
set to begin on July 1.

RENOWNED jockey Sharron 
Murgatroyd, who was para¬ 
lysed in a fall over 20 years 
ago, has died aged 54. 

The amateur jockey was 
reported to have had a heart 
attack last Tuesday, March 
25, before contracting a 
chest infection and pneu¬ 
monia. 

She died in West Suffolk 
Hospital last Friday. 

Sharron was said to be 
“hooked on horses” since 
she was 3, with her mother 
Thelma telling the Racing 
Post that she had “racing in 
her blood”. 

She celebrated many suc¬ 
cesses during her time in 
racing, riding seven winners 
on the flat and seven over 
jumps. 

But when Sharron went 
to Bangor in August 1991 to 
ride Independent Air, the 
three-year-old fell at the 
last hurdle and Sharron was 
left paralysed from the neck 
down. 

Although she could no 
longer ride, Sharron contin¬ 
ued to play a big part in rac¬ 
ing, raising funds for charity

and writing books and po¬ 
ems. 

Lisa Hancock, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Injured lockeys 
Fund, said: “She was just an 
amazing lady. She didn’t ex¬ 
pect pity and she didn’t want 
anyone to feel sorry for her, 
she just got on with her lot. 

“I feel so sorry for her fam¬ 
ily and carers who were with 
her all the way. She refused 
to give up, right to the end. 

“She had been on a num¬ 
ber of holidays to Tenerife 
(with the IJF) and she was 
such fun. She was a lady I 


greatly admired, she had 
such spirit.” 

TV presenter Derek 
Thompson described Shar¬ 
ron as a “very special per¬ 
son.” 

He said: “I will remember 
her as a vivacious, beautiful, 
strong, energetic, incredible 
woman. It’s very sad. 

“I’m honoured to remem¬ 
ber her as a jockey. There 
was something about her 
that made her stand out. She 
was a very, very special per¬ 
son.” 

Riders at Uttoxeter paid 
tribute by wearing black 
armbands and held a min¬ 
ute’s silence before racing on 
Saturday.

Stadium launches 
petition over noise 


A PETITION has been 
launched by the owners of 
Mildenhall Stadium in the 
latest step in an ongoing 
legal battle over noise. 

After the Supreme 
Court allowed an appeal 
last month by Katherine 
Lawrence and Raymond 
Shields, the couple were 
re-awarded their compen¬ 
sation for the noise they 
suffered at their home in 
Fenland, Cooks Drove in 
West Row. 

The property is 560 
metres from Mildenhall 
Stadium, home of the Fen

Tigers speedway team. 

Now, the stadium have 
said they are “under threat 
of being forced into clo¬ 
sure” by the Supreme 
Court’s verdict. 

In a statement, they said: 
“RDC Promotions are now 
fighting this decision and 
are taking their fight to the 
Houses of Parliament and 
are calling on the support 
of anyone and everyone 
whose hobbies, interests, 
pastimes and passions 
could be placed under 


threat by this outrageous 
decision. 

“We not only want Par¬ 
liament to intervene in 
this case and ensure the 
future of the stadium and 
all its activities but also 
to change the law of this 
county to ensure this does 
not happen to any other 
established sporting, lei¬ 
sure or arts venue with 
planning permission and 
support from its users.” 

At the time of going to 
press, the petition had 
more than 8,300 signa¬ 
tures, just five days after it 


was launched. 

Ms Lawrence and Mr 
Shields lived at the address 
between January 2006 and 
May 2010. 

The couple claimed they 
did not know they were 
moving near the stadium 
when they bought the 
house. 

They were awarded 
£20,000 damages from the 
High Court in 2011 before 
they were stripped of the 
award by the Court of Ap¬ 
peal in 2012. 

The damages were re- 
awarded again last month.

Ban for rugby 
coach excessive 

I WAS shocked and disappointed to 
learn of the 16 week suspension of 
the Newmarket and Cambridgeshire 
coach Steve Drawbridge by the 
Eastern Counties Rugby Union 
(ECRU), following his alleged 
remarks to the referee at the recent 
Newmarket match with North 
Norfolk. 

Of course unsuitable behaviour 
cannot be acceptable, but a 16 
week ban seems totally excessive in 
my opinion. 

Steve Drawbridge has worked for 
many years for the good of rugby 
and surely does not deserve this 
decision by the ECRU, which can 
only be detrimental to the sport - 
how will other coaches or would- 
be coaches feel when they see 
how they may be treated by their 
governing body over a moment's 
indiscretion? 

If Steve Drawbridge's ban is 
not overturned and rescinded, 
amateur rugby enthusiasts in the 
Eastern Counties may be forgiven 
for considering that the ECRU 
disciplinary panel are the ones 
deserving red cards.

Horses come 
first in racing 

MILLIONS of people around Britain 
watch, bet on and enjoy the Grand 
National. 

It consistently attracts more 
television viewers than the FA Cup 
Final and last year was the most 
searched-for event on Google UK 
- ahead even of a Wimbledon won 
by Andy Murray. 

Over 150,000 racegoers will 
attend the three days of the Festival 
and last year's race saw a peak 
domestic TV audience of nearly 
9m alongside a vast worldwide 
audience. 

2014 marks the 175th anniversary 
of the first Grand National. 


As we approach the world's most 
famous race and all eyes are on 
the sport, we consider this an ideal 
opportunity to raise awareness of 
the aspect which those within the 
industry hold as their top priority - 
welfare. 

In 2012 the British Racing 
industry combined to launch "The 
Horse Comes First" campaign, 
designed to raise awareness of the 
exceptionally high standards of 
welfare expected from everyone 
within the sport.

The key tenets of the Horse 
Comes First campaign are that in 
British Racing we have a duty of 
care to horses, that as an industry 
we have a responsibility to be open 
and transparent about the risk that 
exists within racing and that as a 
sport we have a track record to be 
proud of. 

British Racing is among the 
world's best regulated animal 
activities. Among a population 
estimated to be around 1 million, 
racehorses in Britain are among 
the healthiest and best looked after 
2% of horses in the country. The 
sport employs over 6,000 people to 
provide first class care and attention 
for the 14,000 horses in training, 
providing a level of care and quality 
of life that is virtually unsurpassed 
by other domesticated animals. 

BHA is the Government 
recognised body responsible for the 


regulation of horseracing. Together 
with the RSPCA and World Horse 
Welfare, it is a leading signatory 
of the National Equine Welfare 
Protocol. The highest standards of 
horse welfare are demanded of all 
jockeys, trainers and racecourses. 
Despite the best efforts of all 
involved, as with participation 
in any sport involving speed and 
athleticism, there remains an 
inherent risk of injury. 

Over the last 15 years, the equine 
fatality rate in British Racing has 
fallen by one-third (from 0.3% to 
0.2% of runners). In recent years 
the average number of runners per 
annum is in excess of 90,000. 

British Racing is committed 
to providing the best possible 
standards of veterinary care and 
has invested, via the Horserace 
Betting Levy Board, over £25m 
since 2000 in veterinary research 
and education. The sport also has 
its own charity - Retraining of 
Racehorses - which promotes the 
retraining and rehoming of retired 
racehorses. 

More than £1.5 million has been 
invested in safety and welfare 
measures at Aintree since 2009. 

Modifications made in recent 
years include replacing the previous 
timber central frame, or core, of all 
fences with more forgiving plastic 
birch and natural birch; moving the 
start 90 yards forward away from 
the stands to create a calmer and 
more controlled environment at 
the start for both horse and rider; 


£400,000 spent on enhancing 
Aintree's watering system to ensure 
the safest jumping ground possible 
and levelling the landing side of 
fences, including at Becher's Brook. 

The evidence shows that races 
over the Grand National course 
are becoming safer. Injuries and 
fatalities over the last 10 years has 
decreased compared to that over 
the last 20 years. 

There are some who would seek 
to attack the sport of Racing in the 
area where it is at its strongest - our 
welfare standards and track record 
on safety. 

Animal rights organisations will 
seek to use the Cheltenham and 
Grand National Festivals to raise 
their public profile. 

These organisations are not 
welfare organisations. Their 
objectives include promoting 
entirely vegan lifestyles, asking that 
public do not donate to cancer 
research charities, and to ban all 
horseracing. 

A ban on racing would have 
a disastrous impact on the 
Thoroughbred - with the immediate 
future of thousands of racehorses 
put at risk while the breed would 
gradually disappear. 

Furthermore, a critical industry 
to the British rural economy, 
generating £3.45 billion in annual 
expenditure and providing 
employment for thousands, would 
be devastated.

Man jailed for a

A TRAINEE surveyor 
who beat a man who was 
with his ex-girlfriend in 
a “gruesome attack” has 
been jailed. 

Peter Ancell, 32, had 
been drinking in New¬ 
market with friends, in¬ 
cluding the victim, when 
he lashed out in a jeal¬ 
ous rage and broke the 
man’s jaw in two places, 
Ipswich Crown Court 
heard on Thursday. 

The victim needed sur¬ 
gery to mend the frac¬ 
tures and suffered three 
chipped teeth, bruising 
and swelling to his face. 

Ancell, ofExning Road, 
had pleaded guilty to as-

sault causing grievous 
bodily harm and was 
jailed for 20 months. 

Rav foshi, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Ancell’s ex-part¬ 
ner had been out with 
friends on August 30, 
2013, as she was due to 
move to Manchester the 
next day. Ancell, his ex 
girlfriend and the victim 
set off together until An¬ 
cell stopped to urinate. 

The victim and the 
woman decided to play a 
joke on Ancell by hiding 
behind a parked car. Mo¬ 
ments later Ancell saw 
the pair walking and ran 


up to the victim, punch¬ 
ing him in the face. The 
victim fell to the ground 
where he was punched 
and kicked by Ancell un¬ 
til he suddenly stopped 
and ran off, said Mr foshi. 

After being arrested 
Ancell told police that he 
had felt jealous at see¬ 
ing his former girlfriend 
and the victim together, 
the court heard. Mr foshi 
said that Ancell had three 
previous convictions for 
assault and one for dis¬ 
orderly behaviour. 

Mitigating, Steven Dy- 
ble said that everyone 
in the group had been 
drinking that night. 


Ancell had been re¬ 
morseful immediately, 
Mr Dyble said, but could 
not remember kicking 
the victim. 

Mr Dyble said Ancell 
was hard working and a 
prison sentence might 
damage his prospects. 

Since the incident 
Ancell had been having 
weekly counselling ses¬ 
sions. 

Sentencing him, Mr 
Recorder Paul Taylor 
said: “It is very sad to 
see a man of your abili¬ 
ties appearing in front of 
the court for what was a 
gruesome attack on what 
was a defenceless man.” 


A MAN has been targeted 
by thieves as another spate 
of distraction thefts hits the 
area. 

The man was leaving 
Wilkinsons in Recreation 
Way, Mildenhall, with his 
wife at around 2.40pm on 
Thursday, March 27. 

When they went to their

AN “extraordinary collection” 
of LS Lowry paintings owned 
by a Newmarket business¬ 
man have sold for more than 
£15 million at auction. 

When self-made million¬ 
aire Tony Thompson died last 
year, the art world was aston¬ 
ished to discover a unique 
collection of Lowry paintings 
lining the walls of his home in 
Six Mile Bottom. 

The 15-piece collection sold 
at Sotheby’s auction house, in 
London, last Tuesday night 
for £15.2 million, with the top 
lot Picadilly Circus going for 
£5.1 million to an anonymous 
collector. 

Speaking after the sale, 
Frances Christie, head of the 
Modern and Post-War British 
Art Department at Sotheby’s, 
said: “We are delighted with 
the results of the sale, which 
reflect the superb quality of 
the works that Tony Thomp¬ 
son collected so carefully over 
the course of three decades. 

“His instinct to hone in on 
the very best examples of the 
artist’s work generated the 
enthusiastic response in the 
sale room.” 

Mr Thompson, owner of A J 
Thompson Waste Paper Re¬ 
cycling, in Victoria Way, New¬ 
market, combined his two 
passions - racing and Lowry’s 
painting - by naming many 
of his successful horses after 
Lowry paintings. 

He had a number of horses 
in training with David Els- 
worth, at Egerton House 
Stables, in Cambridge Road, 
Newmarket, including Dante 
Stakes winner Salford Express 
and Salford Mill which won 
the Newmarket Stakes.

VICTIMS of domestic abuse in Suffolk 
can have confidence in the service they 
receive from police, according to a report 
by the police watchdog. 

A national review by Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spectorate of Constabulary (HMIC) in 
has found the overall response to domes¬ 
tic abuse was not good enough but Suf¬ 
folk was one of the few forces providing 
“a good service to victims”. 

In the 12 months up to August 2013, 
there were 2,861 domestic abuse related 
crimes in Suffolk which accounted for 7 
per cent of all crime in the county. 

During this period, 75 arrests were 
made for every 100 domestic abuse 
crimes compared to figures nationally of 
between 45 and 90. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Skev- 
ington said: “Public confidence in polic¬ 
ing is vitally important. To receive a re¬ 
port that states that the public should be 
confident in the way that Suffolk police

deal with domestic abuse is a credit to 
our staff and their hard work and com¬ 
mitment to deliver the best service and 
keeping people in Suffolk safe. 

“While we are pleased with the HMIC’s 
findings, we continuously look at how we 
can improve the service we provide and 
how we build the confidence of those 
suffering abuse to come forward and 
speak to us.” 

HMIC recommended a number of im¬ 
provements for the force, including an 
increase in the number of independent 
domestic abuse advisors (IDVAs). 

Suffolk Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er Tim Passmore said: “The extent and 
nature of domestic abuse in the county 
really shocks me, it is a huge problem but 
one I am determined to address.”

B ETH Hall appears to 
have it all. Blessed 
with head-turning 
looks and a person¬ 
ality that lights up 
the room, she’s a delight. It’s 
not hard to see why she’s one 
of 12 finalists competing to be 
crowned Miss England 2014 - 
she’s the quintessential beauty 
queen. 

You’d think the 23-year-old 
would be brimming with con¬ 
fidence, but in fact, behind the 
smiling public face, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

Beth has been battling ano¬ 
rexia nervosa since the age of 
16 and has suffered from de¬ 
pression and bulimia; every 
day she faces up to the demons 
which tell her she’s worthless. 
“I’d look in the mirror and all 
I would see is a piggy. Every 
single time,” she tells me when 
we meet at her Oakington 
home. “I’d think: ‘No wonder 
people bully me, there’s noth¬ 
ing attractive there.’ Even now 
if people tell me I’m pretty, I 
don’t understand it. I’m so neg¬ 
ative around myself.” 

Beth is one of an estimated 
1.6 million people in the UK 
affected by an eating disorder. 
At the height of her illness she 
weighed just under five stone 
and would go days without 
eating, living on cups of black 
coffee and orange squash. 

In 2011 Beth was sectioned, 
and, after years in denial, she 
faced up to what this devas¬ 
tating illness had done to her. 
“When they told me my low¬ 
est weight it didn’t register. At 
the time it was just a number; I 
still thought I was fat,” remem¬ 
bers Beth. “I lost all empathy 
and emotion because of my 
illness and my whole personal¬

ity changed. I became isolated, 
solitary and aggressive. I was 
stand-offish and more stub¬ 
born than usual. I just wasn’t 
myself, but I couldn’t see it.” 

To meet Beth today - burst¬ 
ing with health and energy 
- it’s clear she is well on the 
road to recovery. Although the 
Anglia Ruskin student is quick 
to admit she has to take every 
day as it comes. “I still have 
monthly doctors’ appoint¬ 
ments and I have a very strict 
routine with my food which if 
I veer out of is when I tend to 
relapse. I still have a very nega¬ 
tive feel towards carbs and try 
to avoid them where I can. I 
know what’s good for me and 
what I can put up with eat¬ 
ing every now and again, but I 
think the condition will always 
be there.” 

Beth hopes by sharing her 
story other sufferers will see 
that even during the dark¬ 
est moments, there is always 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
“I am really hoping that others, 
who are either recovering or in 
that denial stage, will see that 
even though you feel pretty 
crap about yourself, there is al¬ 
ways something positive - like 
the Miss England competition 
for me - to come out of it. Al¬ 
ways,” Beth says with a smile. 

“When I’m walking around 


university I see some girls and I 
think: I remember being there; 
lonely, negative, unhappy. All 
you wanted was to be treated 
normally and have someone to 
vent to.” 

She pauses: “You think peo¬ 
ple are avoiding you like the 
plague, like you are conta¬ 
gious. You feel ugly and scary 
and like no one wants to know 
you because they feel so much 
pity. I remember what that’s 
like and I want to help.” 

Beth believes her condition 
was most likely triggered by 
low self-confidence, a result 
of constant bullying in the 
school playground. “I used to 
get called chubby and ginger 
and everything like that, and 
when you’re young you take it 
to heart and all I could think 
was ‘Oh god, I’m so fat and 
ugly’ and I always got hung up 
on it,” she recalls. 

By 16 she started restricting 
her food - secretly skipping a 
meal here and there and living 
off salads. The weight started 
dropping off. “It was easy to 
miss a meal, I used to tell my¬ 
self ‘You could do with losing 
some weight anyway Beth’ so 
it was like positive encourage¬ 
ment. I saw losing weight as a 
good thing. People would say 
‘Wow you look so good, Beth’ 
and of course I was like, you

were the ones who bullied 
me at school and now I look 
really good.” 

Things were escalating at 
an alarming pace, and when 
Beth’s mum Tanya was diag¬ 
nosed with skin cancer, it got 
worse. “You never think bad 
things are going to happen to 
you,” remembers Beth. “My 
mum went into hospital and 
I basically had to take on the 
role of mum. I was looking 
after the house and it gave 
me the chance to forget food 
even more. I thought: ‘I have 
an excuse to ignore food.’” 

By the age of 19, Beth’s 
weight was down to seven 
stone and she would often 
live off just a bag of cereal 
for the whole day. She start¬ 
ed studying graphic design 
at Plymouth University but 
with no one there to look 
after her, the anorexia took 
over. “I only lasted three 
months because I became so 
underweight I had to come 
home,” Beth says. “I gave 
up buying food - I couldn’t 
be bothered. I would go like 
three days without food, and 
live on coffee and squash. 

“I think I felt so lonely; 
no one wanted to know me 
and I felt useless, completely 
useless. There was no one 
there to control me and I was 
losing control everywhere 
else, so I stuck to controlling 
my food.” 

Beth returned home for a 
weekend in October and the 
look on her family’s face said 
it all. “My mum weighed me 
and I was about six stone. 
She told me to promise I 
wouldn’t lose anymore, I 
said ‘Yes, I promise’ but at 
the time I couldn’t see an is¬ 
sue with it,” she says. 

Over time Beth realised 
she wasn’t coping and de¬ 
cided to leave university and 
move back home. But rather 
than help, the illness just 
spiralled even further out of 
control. “I was stuck at home 
with nothing to do and used 
to clean the whole house 
from top to bottom every day 
just to stop myself eating.” 

She continues: “The min¬ 
ute I sat down, thoughts of 
food just got so bad. It would 
be like ‘You’re fat, you’re 
useless, you’re ugly, you 
don’t need food, why are you 
thinking about food?’ Food, 
food, food, food, food...” 

At one point it got so bad 
Beth suffered an anxiety at¬ 
tack travelling home on the 
bus. She was in complete 
turmoil. “All I was thinking 
about when I was on the 
bus was ‘What shall I eat for 
dinner?’ then ‘No I won’t eat 
that’ and then ‘Yes I will’. I’m 
just sat there with this con¬ 
flict in my brain and I just 
had to get off the bus. It took 
over my whole life.” 

The situation soon came 
to a head in 2011 when Beth 
picked up a kidney infec¬ 
tion and was immediately 
admitted to hospital. Now a 


shadow of her former self at 
just under five stone, it was 
touch and go whether she’d 
survive. “The nurse is try¬ 
ing to push on my bladder 
and says she can feel all my 
internal organs I was that 
thin,” recalls Beth. 

“I’d been seeing a psychia¬ 
trist before that to help, but 
was just doing it for the sake 
of it. I’d be clock watching 
the whole time, waiting for it 
to be over. I was in complete 
denial until I was actually in 
the hospital.” 

Finally realising she des¬ 
perately needed help, Beth 
took the incredibly brave 
decision to admit herself to 
the eating disorder ward at 
Addenbrooke’s. “I think I re¬ 
alised it was make or break,” 
she says matter-of-factly. 

It was a heart-breaking 
four months, (“I spent my 
21st on the ward - the best 
birthday ever,” she laughs 
sarcastically), but in her 
heart Beth knew it was the 
only answer. “They give you 
therapy classes, art classes, 
interactive classes and body 
dysmorphia classes,” says 
Beth. “They want you to ex¬ 
press your target weight 
and if you meet that, 
they encourage . 
you to go a bit A 
further. They 
start with the A 
barest mini¬ 
mum meal 
plans and up 
it a little bit 
every time, 
hoping by 
the time you 
leave you’ll 
have a meal 


plan to set 1 
you up for the 1 
outside world.” 

What was 
the hardest part? ^ 
“Spending so much 
time in your own 
company. I would think all 
the nurses were in cahoots 
against me and wanted me 
to be fat. What they wanted 
was the best for us but you 
don’t see it at the time.” 


At the end of the four 
months, Beth admits she 
was ‘in a much better place’ 
and felt well enough to re¬ 
turn home, first as a day 
patient and eventually as 
an outpatient. She started 
working part time at Hotel 
Chocolat and enrolled on 
a graphic design course at 
Anglia Ruskin University. 
Things looked like they were 
finally on the up, but last 
year, Beth suffered a devas¬ 
tating relapse. “I hated my¬ 
self and became so low I re¬ 
lapsed into bulimia. When I 
was anorexic the thought of 
bulimia was disgusting but 
then becoming a healthier 
weight and thinking nega¬ 
tively towards anorexia, it 
suddenly became a whole 
new world.” 

Determined to not let the 
condition take hold again, 
Beth went back to therapy 
and a year on is feeling hap¬ 
pier, healthier and hopeful 
for the future, including that 
Miss England competition. 
“I got scouted in December 
at the Birmingham Clothes 
Show. I thought I’d enter 
as a laugh but I found out 
I’d got through to the 
heat. I was shell- 
shocked.”

Disgraced dentist is 
struck off for fraud 



A DENTIST who was jailed 
for defrauding the NHS out of 
more than £78,000 has been 
struck off by the General Den¬ 
tal Council (GDC). 

Edmund Jaques admitted 
fraud by misrepresentation 
at Ipswich Crown Court in 
March last year after he net¬ 
ted £78,658 by submitting 
1,700 bogus claims to the 
NHS for patients he had not 
treated, including some who 
were dead. 

Jaques ran a dentistry busi¬ 
ness from Kennett Park Close, 
in Kentford, which special¬ 
ised in travelling to treat el¬ 
derly care home residents in 
Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Suffolk who were unable to 
get to a surgery.

Jaques, who worked in NHS 
dentistry for 40 years, was 
sentenced to 18 months im¬ 
prisonment for the offences 
which took place between 
June 2009 and March 2011. 

A public hearing of the 
GDC’s professional conduct 
committee, which Jaques did 
not attend, was told of the 
criminal charge and he was 
struck off the register. 

A statement from the GDC’s 
professional conduct com¬ 
mittee said: “The committee 
takes a serious view of Mr 
Jaques’ conviction of fraud. 

“The aggravating factors in 
this case, include the fact that 


he carried out the fraudulent 
activity over a protracted pe¬ 
riod of time in his capacity as 
a dentist and it involved large 
sums of public money for 
payment of dental treatment 
in respect of patients he did 
not treat.” 

The committee added: 
“Furthermore, the committee 
has not been presented with 
any mitigating circumstances 
of substance relating to his 
fraudulent conduct, nor has 
he accepted the seriousness 
of it.” 

Jaques was immediately 
suspended from practising 
by the GDC and his name will 
be struck off the register in 28 
days time unless he exercises 
his right of appeal.

Rural economy 
is 'hit hard' by 
slow broadband 

POOR broadband delivery is "hitting the rural 
economy hard", according to a rural lobby 
group. 

Nicola Currie, regional director of Kentford- 
based Country Land and Business Association 
(CLA) East, told a meeting in Newmarket that 
businesses were being harmed by the slow 
broadband rollout. 

She said: "The CLA supports the principles 
of this Government's policy, but we have 
become frustrated at the inability of the 
process to deliver, particularly in rural areas. 

A total of £1.2bn of public money has been 
invested so far, with Defra introducing a Rural 
Community Broadband Fund to try and bridge 
the remaining gap. 

"But however you cut the figures there is a 
gap - 'The Not Spots'. And this gap is hitting 
the rural economy hard. Without high-speed 
broadband rural businesses cannot compete on 
a level playing field with the rest of the UK, or 
the rest of the world." 

The CLA wll lobby for faster broadband when 
meeting with government ministers.

WHEN we speak, Rachel Joyce is on a train, 
dipping in and out of signal, writes Ella 
Walker. 

As The Unlikely Pilgrimage 
of Harold Fry author tries to 
list what she grew up reading, 
her voice sputtering and fizzing 
through static, we decide to give 
up, resorting to email instead. 

It's a shame, but I couldn't make 
her shout down a carriage, and in 
some ways, writing her answers 
seems more apt for a novelist who 
considers herself 'pretty quiet and 
reclusive' these days. 

Strangely, Joyce's career actually 
began on stage, first at RADA, and 
then with the RSC where she won 
a Time Out Actress of the Year 
award for playing Nora in Ibsen's A 
Doll's House, before giving it up to 
concentrate on writing radio plays 
and raising a family (her husband, 
four children and a gaggle of 
chickens). 

"It suits me better to write,” she 
says, explaining how she doesn't 
really long for her thespian days. "And actually, I am 
using the same parts of myself when I write - I take 
what I know, what I feel, and I jump from there into 
my imagination.” 

So far, her imagination has brought us the Man 
Booker long-listed Harold Fry and 2013's critically 
acclaimed Perfect, both of which she is due to 
discuss at this spring's Cambridge Literary Festival, 
alongside Cambridgeshire author Jill Dawson ( Fred 
and Edie, The Tell-Tale Heart). 

Now based in Gloucestershire, Joyce has written 
more than 20 plays for BBC Radio 4 and, alongside 
a Tinniswood Award for best radio play in 2007, has 
also crammed in adaptations for the Classic Series 
and Woman's Hour. 

This is how The Unlikely Pilgrimage of Harold Fry, 
her debut novel, started out, as a radio play Joyce 
wrote 'for my dad when he was dying of cancer'. 

If you don't have a well-worn, twice or triple-read 
copy of your own, it tells the tale of retiree Harold 
Fry who, emotionally choked, sets out to post a 
letter to an old friend, Queenie Hennessey, who is 
dying. Instead of posting his letter in the box at the 
end of his road, Harold finds himself walking past 
it, until he realises he needs, for his own sake, to 
deliver that letter to Queenie personally. So begins a 
mammoth walk to Berwick-upon-Tweed. 

Full of kindness and tenderness, Harold's memories 
and regrets sift through his mind as he walks, leaving 
you a blubbery but smiling mess as you read. 

"In my grief, I think I needed to construct a world 
in which a dying woman might be saved,” says 
Joyce. "But I also wanted to celebrate the ordinary.” 


For several years Harold Fry was squirreled away, 
increasingly nudging at Joyce to take it further, 
before she signed up to a Faber Academy fiction 
writing course in order to transform it from play to 
fully formed novel. 

Does she find writing a book tougher than 
constructing a radio play? "Both present challenges, 
but I am very glad I have spent so many years writing 
radio drama,” she says. "It is a fantastic discipline 
and has taught me a lot about structure, pace and 
how to use dialogue.” 

The transformation was obviously a success and, 
despite being beaten in the Man Booker race by the 
unbeatable Hilary Mantel, Harold Fry became an 
international bestseller and book club staple. Why 
does she think it struck such a chord with readers? 
"People ask me this question a lot,” Joyce muses. 
"And the truth is that I don't know. I don't really 
even want to know. Because I'd rather stay inside my 
writing, than jump outside it." 

A habitual avoider of reviews, she is 
understandably pleased with how both Harold 
Fry and Perfect have been received (understatedly 
calling the Man Booker nomination 'exciting and 
completely unexpected'), but is intent on knuckling 
down to the writing, and not fussing with what 
people think and expect of her. 

Set in the summer of 1972, Perfect follow's 
11-year-old Byron Hemmingway and his friend James 
who is convinced two seconds have been added 
into the fabric of time. The consequences could be 
devastating for Byron's mother, but for present day 
Jim, who cleans cafe tables and struggles to control 
his OCD, those life-changing two seconds mean 
something else entirely... 

Noting how much darker than Harold Fry Perfect 
is, "We run our lives according to the rule of time. 

We assume everything is going forwards and at a 
regular speed,” says Joyce. "I think it's interesting 
sometimes to wobble those rules. But the book is 
really about the fact that the course of a life can 
change in a matter of seconds." 

She had already begun writing Perfect before 
Harold Fry was published and, when asked if she felt 
under pressure to produce a second novel as equally 
wowing as the first, notes: "I tend to run away to 
my writing shed and get lost in the story that I am 
telling. I try very hard not to judge it. 

"I did everything I could do for those stories and 
then I let them go. They stand a little apart from me 
now. They are what they are.” 

Her own 'to read' list is currently quite sparse 
(a rare finding in an author). Aside from Mrs 
Hemingway by Naomi Wood, which is on her 
bedside table, Joyce admits: "I find it difficult to 
read fiction when I am finishing a book (and I am) 
because I like to enter another world when I read. 

"That's not a good idea when you have a story of 
your own, and characters of your own, all shouting 
for some kind of resolution.”

DIVERGENT (I2A, 139 mins) 

ADAPTED from the opening book of Veronica 
Roth’s best-selling trilogy for young adults, 
Divergent is a rites of passage story baked to a 
similar recipe as The Hunger Games. 

Neil Burger's film separates a gung-ho heroine 
from the people she loves and compels her to 
undergo a series of gruelling challenges, killing 
fellow teenagers to ensure her survival. 

Spookily, the running time of the two films is 
almost identical, although this dystopian fantasy 
earns its 12A certificate without spilling as much 
innocent blood. 

Shailene Woodley, who was deservedly 
nominated for a Golden Globe opposite George 
Clooney in The Descendants, is perfectly cast as 
the teenage protagonist, who leads the rebellion 
against a corrupt system. She is the beating heart 
of the slickly engineered film and effortlessly tugs 
heartstrings in pivotal scenes of loss. 

A slow-burning romantic subplot ensures the 
target audience will swoon as the heroine suffers 
exquisite pangs of first love, while a tub-thumping 
denouement sets the scene for the next two 
instalments, Insurgent and Allegiant, released in 
2015 and 2016 respectively. 

Futuristic Chicago is divided into five factions - 
Abnegation, Amity, Candor, Dauntless and Erudite 
- which exemplify positive aspects of the human 


personality: selflessness, cordiality, honesty, 
intelligence and courage. 

On a specific day each year, 16-year-olds 
undergo an aptitude test that reveals their destiny. 

Beatrice Prior (Shailene Woodley) is poised to 
take that test. She lives in Abnegation with her 
brother Caleb (Ansel Elgort) and parents Andrew 
(Tony Goldwyn) and Natalie (Ashley Judd) but 
questions where her future lies. 

"Everyone knows where they belong, except for 
me...” she laments in voiceover. 

The results of Beatrice's test are inconclusive and 
Tori (Maggie Q), who administers the procedure 
behind closed doors, tells the 16-year-old that she 
is a Divergent. 

Beatrice must hide her status because Divergents 
threaten the finely-balanced system and are being 
hunted by Jeanine Matthews (Kate Winslet), 
strident leader of Erudite. 

Divergent feels a smidgen light on exposition and 
character development but Woodley is terrific and 
she catalyses smouldering on-screen chemistry 
with James. 

Winslet sinks her pearly whites into her first 
villainous role, and director Burger obscures 
the actress's baby bump - she was five months 
pregnant during filming - with an array of laptops 
and folders that becoming a running joke by the 
end credits.

Alan gets his 
hands dirty 


TV gardening guru Alan Titchmarsh is looking 
forward to getting his hands dirty at RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show this year. 

Instead of wearing a sharp suit to present the 
show, for the first time in 30 years, he will be 
wearing a pair of gloves and designing a garden 
instead. 

Obviously, there's a 
substantial chance it will 
be rather good, too - not 
only is Titchmarsh one of 
the country's best-known 
gardening presenters, but back 
in 1985, when Titchmarsh 
last designed a garden at 
the prestigious Chelsea, he 
was awarded an RHS Gold 
Medal for his Country Kitchen 
garden. 

He will also join forces with 
another RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show Gold Medal winner, Kate Gould, to create 
From The Moors To The Sea - a celebration of 50 
years of the RHS Britain in Bloom campaign, to 
represent how 300,000 volunteers help to make 
Britain bloom and explore Alan's relationship with 
horticulture through his life. 

"It's 50 years since I started work as an 
apprentice, so I thought I could either do a 


1960s-style garden through to the 21st century, 
but the 60s were a bit dull, all rose beds and 
lawns. So I thought, why don't I demonstrate 
where I first started, which was the Yorkshire 
moors, up to where I garden now, on the coast on 
the Isle of Wight? 

"So we will be sloping from 
moorland at the back, with dry 
stone walls, coming down to a 
seaside garden at the front. It's 
50 years of 'my journey', to use 
the X Factor phrase. 

"It's also showing the British 
Isles and its variety. Being a cool 
temperate set of islands, the 
range we can grow is incredibly 
wide and this will show the 
richness of the British Isles.'' 

He'll be featuring pines, 
heathers and birches from 
the moorland, through wild 
flowers, down to seaside plants including echiums 
and cabbage palms. It will be a 10m by 15m 
microcosm of British gardens and landscapes. 

It sounds great, but how does Titchmarsh feel 
about not presenting the Chelsea coverage for the 
first time in 30 years? 

Last year Titchmarsh announced he was 
stepping down from the BBC's coverage of

Chelsea after programme-makers offered him a 
more 'limited' role, although he remains RHS vice 
president and first ambassador. 

"[I feel] wonderful," he insists. "I'm putting a 
show garden together - I've done it before and 
I love doing it. It's technically an exhibit but will 
look like a show garden. It's not being judged but 
the same criteria and standard of finish will have 
to be there." 

"I've moved on," he continues. "There was 
disappointment but it's gone, I'm over it. There's 
no point in dwelling on things." 

It's all part of a new beginning for Titchmarsh, 
who began his career as that apprentice for llkley 
Council, before becoming the face of BBC2's 
Gardeners' World for six years until 2002. He also 
presented Ground Force , Flow To Be A Gardener 
and several natural history series, and has written 
a number of bestselling novels and has a regular 


slot on Classic FM. 

He's had eight years presenting an afternoon 
chat show too, though this is also ending after its 
last run in autumn. 

"It's better to stop doing something when you're 
still regarded as being successful, while people are 
still watching, rather than it going off the boil. It 
will be my 15th series in the autumn, that's eight 
years. 

"It's every day. Jonathan Ross and Graham 
Norton do one a week. I do five. I thought, let's 
stop while it's doing well." 

He's certainly got enough else to keep him 
occupied too, with forthcoming TV projects 
including a two-parter about the gardens of 
Buckingham Palace, out in December, a new series 
of Love Your Garden in the summer and a series 
called Britain's Best Gardens for ITV, in which he 
explores 30 of Britain's best domestic gardens.

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THE Vauxhall Mokka represents 
an extremely promising first stab 
at the compact crossover market, 
writes Andy Enright. With a choice 
of three engines, auto and manual 
transmissions and front or four 
wheel drive chassis, the Mokka 
looks to have plenty of bases cov¬ 
ered. 

We’ve yet to get behind the 
wheel of the Mokka but Vauxhall 
has released some key details 
which we thought we’d share 
with you. It’s clearly been de¬ 
signed for the urban environment 
but that’s not to say the ability to 
be driven off-road has been totally 
neglected. To this end, Vauxhall 
wisely offers both front and four- 
wheel drive chassis options, with 
the all-wheel drive mechanicals 
being fully adaptive. When the 
vehicle’s being driven on smooth, 
dry surfaces, all drive is sent to 
the front wheels for optimum effi¬ 


ciency but when the road surface 
is slippery, as much as 50 per cent 
of the drive is automatically di¬ 
verted to the rear axle. There’s not 
even that much of a weight pen¬ 
alty for choosing the four wheel 
drive version as the mechanicals

add a mere 65kg, which isn’t go¬ 
ing to put too big a ding in emis¬ 
sions and economy figures. 

Buyers get to choose between 
three engines - two petrols and 
a solitary diesel powerplant. The 
petrol range opens with a 115PS, 
1.6-litre naturally-aspirated unit 
while for those who hanker af¬ 


ter a bit more overtaking power, 
there’s a 140PS 1.4-litre Turbo 
with 200Nm of torque. The die¬ 
sel’s certainly worth a look as it’s 
good for 130PS. The 1.7 CDTI 
turbodiesel also manages 300Nm 
of torque. The 1.7 CDTI can be 
ordered with either a six-speed 
manual or a six-speed automatic 
gearbox. The 1.4 Turbo is respect¬ 
ably quick, registering 60mph 
from rest in 9.6 seconds, which 
is half a second quicker than the 
all-wheel drive diesel and exactly 
the same time as the front-wheel 
drive oil burner. 

The Mokka rides on the General 
Motors Gamma II platform, which 
will also underpin the next-gen¬ 
eration Corsa and which is cur¬ 
rently available beneath a Chevy 
Aveo. With a 2,555mm wheel¬ 
base, there’s only room for two 
rows of seats but that’s what the 
market likes, so that’s what it gets. 


It measures 4,278mm from stem 
to stern and is 1,654mm high. 
The bluff front end features a very 
high grille and bonnet treatment, 
with some very neat and unusual 
design work on the headlamps 
and the dark petal sections be¬ 
neath them. There’s a lot of shape 
in the flanks while the rear end 
is nicely finished with a metallic 
bash plate. That wedge-shaped 
profile contributes to a respecta¬ 
ble drag coefficient of 0.36, which 
is good for this class of vehicle. 

There’s a lot of promise about 
the Vauxhall Mokka. It looks 
good, it’s well equipped and it 
offers buyers a number of well 
thought out options.Vauxhall has 
had the benefit of coming late to 
this compact crossover segment a. 
Although the company has taken 
its time, I have a feeling the Mok¬ 
ka might well be one of their more 
heartening new car stories.

Apperley takes on wilds 
of Yorkshire in fell race 


TRACEY Apperley has 
conquered the Heptonstall 
Fell race.

Spring in the air for 
Lincoln hero Ocean 



JOHN Ryan is considering the 
Spring Cup at Newbury on April 
12 for Ocean Tempest, the 20-1 
winner of the William Hill Lincoln at 
Doncaster last Saturday. 

The five-year-old grey belied big 
odds and a quiet run of form in 
Dubai to take the first big prize of 
the English Flat turf season by near¬ 
ly two lengths. 

Newmarket-based Ryan accepted 
the Lincoln had been a long-term 
ambition for the gelded son of Act 
One, but could now take aim at an¬ 
other big handicap prize in a fort¬ 
night. 

Ryan said: “We had planned for 
the Lincoln for ages, so it was very 
rewarding that we pulled it off. 

“We’ll have to see what the handi- 
capper does now, but I’m hopeful, 
more than believing, that he won’t 
be too harsh on us. 

“That (the Lincoln) was the plan, 
but we’d like to go to Newbury for the 
Spring Cup if the ground was right 
and he was still eligible to run in it. 

“If the ground doesn’t come soft, 
we’ll bide our time.” 

■ Spain’s leading three-year-old 
Noozhoh Canarias booked his ticket 
for the QIPCO 2000 Guineas with an 
effortless victory at La Zarzuela in 
Madrid. 

His only career defeat to date 
came in the Prix Jean-Luc Lagardere 
when he finished three-quarters of a 
length second to Karakontie. 

Noozhoh Canarias is trained by 
Enrique Leon, a former employee of 
James Fanshawe. 

“The plan now is definitely to 
take him to Newmarket for the 2000 
Guineas. I will be going to Newmar¬ 
ket myself for the Craven meeting 
(on April 16 and 17) and will meet 
up with Michael Prosser, then to 
finalise our arrangements,” said 
Leon. 

“We have yet to decide who will 
ride him in the Guineas.” 

■ Red Cadeaux has options in Japan 
and Hong Kong after another credit¬ 
able run in the Dubai World Cup last 
Saturday. 

Second in the race 12 months ago, 
the much-travelled eight-year-old 
this time finished a staying-on sixth 
from a wide draw. 

Trainer Ed Dunlop said: “He’s still 
in Dubai and a decision on his next 
race is likely to be made in the next 
48 hours. 

“He could go back to Japan for the 


Tenno Sho, in which he was third 
last year, or go to Hong Kong for the 
Queen Elizabeth II Cup. 

“I’m pretty certain he won’t be 
going to Singapore this year, though. 

“The draw didn’t help him on 
Saturday. He was too wide, but he 
picked up well from off the pace - 
one of the only horses who did on 
that surface all night. He could have 
been fourth with a clearer run. 

“What it did show was that even at 
eight years of age he is still going to 
be competitive in the top races. 

“He’s now won over £4million 
which is simply incredible.” 

Meanwhile, Amazing Maria will 
head straight for the QIPCO 1000 
Guineas at Newmarket on May 4. 

Trained by Dunlop, the Sir Robert 
Ogden-owned filly won a Goodwood 
maiden by six lengths before follow¬ 
ing up in the Group Three Prestige 
Stakes at the same course in August. 

The three-year-old daughter of 
Mastercraftsman completed her 
second serious piece of work of the 
spring on Tuesday morning, much 
to the satisfaction of Dunlop. 

“I’ve been very pleased with her 
so far and she has wintered well,” 
said Dunlop. 

“If she continues to progress as 
she has done and pleases me in 
the same manner then she will go 
straight for the Guineas.” 

Amazing Maria’s price for the 
Classic ranges between 14-1 and 
20 - 1 . 

■ The Earl of Sefton Stakes at 
Newmarket’s Craven meeting is a 
potential target for Graphic follow¬ 
ing his taking comeback victory at 
Doncaster last Saturday. 

The five-year-old won four times 
during a successful 2013 campaign 
and claimed the Doncaster Mile by 
a neck on his seasonal bow. 

He could now test the water at 
Group Three level on April 17, but 
only if trainer William Haggas is 
confident his charge has recovered 
from his weekend exertions. 

Haggas said: “He got a bit tired in 
the end, but he did it well and I think 
it was probably a career-best run, so 
we can only be pleased. 

“The plan before Doncaster was 
to go to Newmarket for the Earl 
of Sefton, but he did have a hard 
enough race on Saturday. 

“We’ll see how he is over the next 
week or so and decide whether he’ll 
go to Newmarket or not, but it’s not

"Saeed thought African Story 
was a great horse. He had a 
couple of issues, especially on his 
second start this year, but tonight 
he was at his absolute best. 

"In fact, I had to pinch myself 
because of how well he was 
travelling. 

"I got to track the leader on his 
outside and then in the straight 
- all I had to do was take aim. It 


really was the perfect race for me. 

"In my first season I managed 
25 winners and then I missed out 
on the championship by just four. 
Obviously this is a big move in 
my career, riding for Godolphin. 

"There is pressure, but at the 
same time I think I have shown 
that I have given my best and that 
there may still be more to come."
